At first it was feared 
the entire structure might be a wreck. 
Field glasees were turned upon the 
dirizible. It was only a few moments 
until she was out of sight. 
Telephone and telegraph wires were 
, blown down by the storm aud it was | 
many minutes before any word what- 
soever was received concerning the 
| Shenandoah’s fate. Finally, however,

Nose Cap Torn Away. 

These reports reassured the officers, 
for they felt that if those on hoard 
bad succeeded in getting the engines 
started they at least had a chance 
in the storm. Then came more mo- 
raents of anxious waiting and finally, 
as the Shenandoah reached Newark, 
her wireless outfit began to function 
and the “all O. Kh.” message was re- 
ceived. 

Immediately after the ship had 
brcken away au examination of the 
mooring mast was ordered. It was 
shown that the metal nose cap had 
been completely torn away. This 
ecnused great anxiety, 
e1 out that the entire framework of 
| the ship converged into this cap and 
it was feared the frume work had | 
been so badly dainazed as to make it 
iinpossible to fight the gale. When 
it wag learned that the Shenandoah 
was keeping aloft, however, fears be- 
san to abate and the officers placed 
their hopes upon the well-known abil- 
ity of Captain Heinen and Com- 
meander Pierce to maneuver their craft. 

The offieérs pointed out that had 
the Shenandoah remained at her mast 
eight mmutes lonrer (the break came 
at 6:52 p. m.) she would have been 
there exactly four days. The main 
purt of the mast was not damaged, 
it having been built to stand a hurri- 
cane and would not buckle under a 
gale of 110 miles an hour. At mid- 
night Captain McCray received the 
following wireless message from Com- 
render Pierce : 

“At South Amboy. Making good 
four miles per hour to the south.” 

South Amboy is north of Lakehurst 
and this message confirmed reports 
that the ship was heading home. 

“There is little doubt now, said 
Commander Weyerbacher, “that Cap- 


hack at the first opportunity he has 
to land.

STORM CLEARED 
AS SEA LOOMED. 

New York, January 16.—The Shen- 
andoah was over Staten Island at 
10:45 p. m. She was hovering at a 
height estimate! in the darkness at 
not more than 500 feet with engines 
going. 

The Shenandoah had a fierce battle 
With the wind tefore she was able to 
turn her rose toward New Jersey. 
Her engines were running with a ter- 
rific roar, but at times the gale drove 
her in the opposite direction. Time 
and again the huge craft would rise 
high in the air, then plunge down- 
ward to within three or four hundred 
feet of the grourd. It was believed 
this action was taken by the com- 
inunder io keep her from going too 
high. 

After rearly three quarters of an 
hour the moon came out, the storm 
abated somewhat and twinkling lights 
ulong the New Jersey coast gave 
those on board a chance to see in 
what direction they were going. ‘The 
silvery craft slewly nosed about and 
headed in the direction of Lakehurst.

CANADA’S STATUS. 


At the imperial conference re- 
cently held in London the status 
of Canada underwent such radical 
changes that the future develop- 
ment of that country will be fraught 
with the greatest significance for 


the whole North American conti- 


nent, 

When the British imperial govern- 
ment proposed a closer economic 
union between the different mem- 
bers of the empire for the upbuild- 


ing of an inter-empire trade, the 
Canadian government through its 
representative, William Lyon Mac- 
Kenzie King, the premier of Canada, 
Stated that the dominion would not 
participate In such a union. He add- 
ed, in a statesmanlike address, that 
the new Canadian government be- 
lieved in a community of business 
interests with ‘he United States. 

Africa looks to Britain in matters 
economic. The capital is in Lon- 
don. Behind the scenes there lurks 
a fear which tends to make Dutch 
Afrikanders willing to forget two 
wars and a different tongue—the 
dread of that great and silent mass 
of blacks, whose numbers swamp 
the whites. 

To Australia, New Zealand, the 
Straits Settlements the same con- 
ditions apply. They are British in 
blood and speech and their great 
economic centre is in London. 

But Canada is in a different po- 
sition. She does not look to Lon- 
don for economic guidance. She is 
not in danger of losing her ethno- 
logical character. There is no dan- 
ger in Canada for the two white 
races to unite i.. the face of a dan- 
gerous ever-growing foreign influx 
or powerful aborigines. 

For three thousand miles the bor- 
der of the United States amd Canada 
literally melt and weld the two 
countries together. American and 
Canadian bankers sell, buy and spec- 
ulate indiscriminately on both sides 
of the line. The custom tariffs 
make it a little hard at the present 
time, but to all North Americans, 
wih their habit of easy spending, 
this is only a negligible matter. 

The British press is not very well 
Satisfied with Canada’s independent 
procedure. The London Times and 
The Daily Mail both hotly condemn 
the action of the dominion of sign- 
ing a fisheries treaty independently 
from the motherland, 


prime minister had to resort to arm- 
ed rebellion at one time to break 
up the family compact of the Brit- 
ish bureaucracy in Canada The able 
French Canadian statesmen, Laurier, 
Gouin, Taschereau, Bureau and Le- 
mieux, although never breaking 
their word with Britain, have striven 
valiantly for greater independence. 

So it is not to be taken as sur- 
prising that Canada at imperial 
conference practically declared it- 
self independent from the British 
empire. It still recognizes the ties 
that bind It together to the other 
British peoples through the mon- 
archy, but in economic matters Can- 
ada is looking to the United States, 
looking for a clpser coordination, 
for a lifting of the tariff walls and 
for complete recipracity.

gold marks imposed by the Versailles 
treaty interpretation.

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE IRON RATION. 

The noted nutrition authority Von 
Noorden, a strong advocate of liberal 
use of meat in the adult dietary, 
teaches a different policy in the nutri- 
tion of the child. He writes: “The ne- 
cessity of a generous supply of vege- 
tables and fruits must be particularly 
emphasized. They are of the greatest 
importance fer the normal dev@op- 


ment of the body and of all its func- 
tions. As far as children are concern- 
ed we believe we could do better by 
following the dietary of the most rigid 
vegetarians than by feeding the chil- 
dren as though they were carnivora, 
according to the bad custom which is 
still quite prevalent. . . . If. we ljmit 
the most important sources of iron— 
the vegetables and the’ fruits—we 
cause a certain sluggishness of blood 
formation and: an entire lack of re- 
serve iron, such as is normally found 
in the liver, spleen and bone marrow 
- healthy, well nourished individu- 
als.” 

As a matter of tact, any one of the 
following items, taken ounce for 
ounce or pound for pound, furnishes 
more iron to the body than does lean 
beef or any other meat. Entire wheat, 
almonds, egg yelk, oatmeal, dried 
beans, green peas or dried peas, 
prunes, spinach. Other foods which, 
if not as rich in iron as those named, 
are of nearly the same _ value prac- 
tically in the diet, are: String beans, 
lettuce, apples. figs, pineapples, straw- 
berries, huckleberries, walnuts, cocoa- 
ota- 


nuts, peanuts, oranges, bananas, 
toes, celery, rhubarb, endives, kohjl- 
rabi, mushrooms, lentils and  arti- 
chokes, Nearly anything green and 
edible contains food iron in the most 
readily assimilable form. 

Probably the most futile American 
indoor pastime is the taking of medi- 
cine containing iron which purports 
to build blood, for no medicine can 
possibly compare with natural foods, 
such as I have just named in the 
building of blood. The human body re- 
quires and uses considerable carbon 
for the ‘business of growth, building, 
fuel and repairs, and gets this carbon 
from almost any kind of food. 

It may occur to the thoughtful 
reader that this is another of my 
queer notions—I seem to take partic- 
ular pleasure in entertaining notions 
contradictory to what the laity imag- 
ines physicians generally advocate 
But it isn’t so. The idea I am urging 
here is the present knowledge and be- 
lief of the scientific element of the 
medical profession, The superiority 
of natural foods over any kind of 
iron containing medicine has heen 
quite definitely established by actual 
scientifie tests, whatever may have 
been the former theories of medicieal 
men or the traditional teaehings of 
the medical fathers. 

And it is more reasonable, too, don’t 
you think, to look in the garden, the 
cellar or the grocery for something 
good for the blood than it is to seek 
for the elusive “tonic?”

“I ordered him to stay out, but 
Kersey stated he was coming in or 
kill me. Kersey drew his gun and 
then I turned and picked up a shot- 
gun which was on a bed just inside 
of tne door where I was standing and 
shot Kersey. The first shot did not 
kill him and as Kersey stooped and 
vicked up his pistol, which had been 

nocked out of his hand with the 
first shot. I shot him again.

RECEIVE TAX MONEY 


— 


State Treasurer W. E. Speer on 
Wednesday mailed checks totaling 
$231,178.48 to the various counties in 
the state. This represents one-third of 
the amount collected under the new 
state gasoline tax of three cents per 
gallon for the first quarter of its op- 
eration. : 

Under the law, one-third goes to the 
counties to be used on road construc- 
tion, one-third goes to the state high- 
way department and one-third goes for 
the retirement of the L. & N. rental 
warrants. 

The largest single check drawn yes- 
terday wes to Emanuel county for 
$4,081.66. The money is apportioned 
on a basis of road mileage, and Eman- 
vel has 109.2 miles. Rockdale county, 
with 9.2 miles, drew the smallest 
amount, $343.88, Fulton got $1,532.49, 
while DeKalb drew $1,087.70.

Beauty Chats

ON BEING EXERCISED. 


Some people are too lazy to take 
exercises by themselves, and some are 
too ill or weak to give themselves the 
exercise they need. Some people have 
localized troubles which prevent cer- 
tnin forms of exercise that other parts 
of the body require, and some are 80 
excessively fat that the strain of do- 
ing exercises with muscles far from 
normal would bring on all sorts of 
latent troubles. ‘or all of these 
there are various ways of being ex- 
ercised. 

There is an electric machine, for 
iustance, which exercises the muscles 
automatically. It is a chair with a 
broad back and seat, with wide arms 
and a sloping rest for the legs and 
feet. It is rather a formidable look- 
ing chair for it igs covered almost en- 
tirely with metal plates, and carries 
at the side a set of curved plates te 
strap over the abdomen and chest. 
All these are connected with an elec- 
tric switchboard. 

The patient lies full length in the 
chair. - When the, current is turned 
on he feels a vibration and a tingling 
sensation in all the muscles of his 
body. Should another person put his 
finger on any muscle he could feel 
it working. The machine is so ad- 
justed that any plate not needed can 
be disconnected, and a stronger mas- 
sige given to any pert specially need- 
ing it. This system, by the way, is 
much used for reduction, but like any 
other system of reduction its effect 
is temporary and no use if the pa- 
tient goes on overeating. 

There is also electric massage by 
means of rollers; then there is mas- 
sage by hand and osteopathy, all of 
which exercise the muscles of those 
who can not, or will not exercise for 
themselves. It is certainly cheaper 
to*take enough exercise while you can 
to prevent such an expensive condi- 
tion arising.

Hit and Run et Is Discussed by Wagner 


Many Important Questions 
Are Fired at Young Players 
By Old Master of Baseball 


BY HANS WAGNER. ? 

Continuing what I have decided to! 
call my examination papers, I would 
like the amateur ball clubs now being 
organized in the colleges and on the 


town lots to get together and study 
the following group of questions. Also 
I would like some of the fans who are 
inclined to roast ball players on the 
spur of the moment to look these 


aver: 
The Hit and Run. 


1.—Is the hit and run the most im- 
portant offensive play in baseball? 

2.—Which is more successful in col- 
lege ball, hitting behind the runner or 
ahead of the runner?’

Generally speaking the answer to 
most of those questions should be yes. 
though, are open to discus- 
sion. It is that discussion that | am 
trying to encourage. Nothing gets a 
ball club or any other business as far 
along as an intelligent discussion of 
the problems that will have to be 
solved. 

I submitted that set of questions to 
the boys at Carnegie Tech and you 
would be surprised to know what a 
large percentage of them answered 
them correctly. 

One of them answered: “I know 
the answer ought to be ‘yes’ but 
you have asked if we do those things 
that we ought to do. The answer to 
that is often ‘no.’ 

While good, hard common sense 
should be used in deciding whether to 
hit and run it must be done suome- 
times as a surprise. I might explain 
that big league batters usually hit be- 
hind the runner for the simple reason 
that they are skilful enough to do it. | 
Hitting behind the runner means that 
if a runner is on first base, we'll say, 
the batter gives him the signal to start | 
and he then hits the ball between first | 
and second—behind the runner. That 
is a big point in the play. If the ball | 
is hit through to right field the base 
runner can go all the way to third. 
If the ball gees into left he is likely 
to be stopped at second. 7 

Must Be Sure of Direction. 


Players to work the hit and run suc- 
cessfully must be men who are pretty | 
sure of hitting the ball in the direction | 
indicated. Many of them eannot hit | 
into a certain field. 
clubs arrange their batting order 


together and near the top of the list. 

Willie Keeler and John Me Graw | 
were great hit and run men. In fact | 
their club, the ol’ Orioles, first made! 
it a successful stunt. Kid Elberfeld | 
was a good hit and run man. So was| 
Miller Huggins. I never saw a better | 
one than Fred Clarke. Claude Rite hey | 
though not a heavy hitter ordin arily, | 
was very good at the play.

I think I have given the younger 
player a few posers there. All of 
them, though, are like the first reader 
to the recruits after they have been 
in the league for a month. The an- 
swers to those questions are all based 
on common sense. 

Griffith Given Credit. 
For the benefit of those who may 


not know definitions the squeeze play 
is a runner starting for home as the 
pitcher throws to the batter. The 
batter bunts the ball. The runner is 
so close that there is no chance of 
getting him at the plate. Often, in 
the confusion, the pitcher also fails 
to get the batter at first. 

This first play came into general 
prominence with the New York 
Americans nearly twenty years ago. 
Clarke Griffith was often given cred- 
' it for starting it. ,1 don’t know if 
that is true. All the clubs used it, 
and with great effect at first. 

I have asked why the big leagues 
do not use it oftener. The answer to 
that is-that if they use it frequently 
the opposition would expect it. Any 
good pitcher can beat the squeeze 
play if he is looking for it. In fact 
it was impossible to work the play 
on some pitchers. 
fan who read a previous article 
has asked me to give my opinion as 
te the best method of beating the 
squeeze play. If the batter is right 
handed the only sure method for the 
pitcher is to throw directly at the 
batter’s chest. That will keep him 
from hitting the ball and when he 
backs off the catcher will have a free 
hand and open space in which to 
touch the runner as he slides in. If 
the ball is pitched outside—away from . 
the batter—the catcher may be turned 
around so that he can not whirl and 
touch the runner. 

Christy Mathewson used to say that 
he could beat the squeeze play any 
time he kept his eye on third base. 
If the pitcher looks at the bag as he 
makes his swing he can see if the run- 
ner has started. If he has started 
all the pitcher has to do is pitch the 
ball high, outside or at the batter— 
anything to keep tim from,hitting it. 

the batter misses the ball the 
squeeze play always looks ridiculous. 

It was practically impossible to 
work the squeeze play on Alexander. 

The squeeze play is great for a sur- 
prise but as a regular stunt it falls

Tuskegee, Ala., January 16.—Call- 
ing attention to the “great and per- 
manent bSpportunities on the farms,” 
speakers at today’s session of the 
thirty-third annual Tuskegee negro 
conference at Tuskegee Institute urged 
upon Southern negroes “ownership of 
more land, better farming and better 
homes,”’ 
to migrate to the north ang to indus- 


trial centers of the south. 

Dr. Robert RK. Motan, principal of 
the institute, pointed oat the oppor- 
land in the south and 
urged the negro farmers to take ad- 
vantage of these opportunities. Fle 
said the “majority of the negroes still 
remain on the farm” and urged that 
they make an effort to educate their 
children, make better homes and to 
provide wholesome amusement for 
their children, 

Harvie Jordan, of St. Matthews, 
S. C., managing director of the Ameri- 
can Cotton association boll weevil 
control, explained various methods of 
controlling the boll weevil, giving bal- 
anced farming as the primary method. 
He cited numgrous instances in which 
southern negro farmers had been suc- 
cessful in making farming pay through 
the balanced farming method. 

The plan of the bol] weeyil control 
campaign of his organization this sea- 
son contemplates the establishment 
of a large number of 6 to 8-acre cot- 
ton demonstration farms among the 
negro farmers of the cotton belt as 
well as among the white farmers. 

Other features of today’s meeting 
were industrial exhibits and 
table discussions of agricultural prob- 
lems by the farmers theinselves.
